Acceptance include 
the right of all persons, free of coercion, discrimination and 
violence, to: (1) the highest attainable standard of sexual 
health, including access to sexual and reproductive health 
care services; (2) seek, receive and impart information 
related to sexuality; (3) sexuality education; (4) respect for 
bodily integrity; (5) chose their partner, the responsible 
exercise of human rights requires that all persons respect the 
rights of others "(WHO, 2012).

Results and Discussions 
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■ The majority of heterosexual students' respondents in the 
study are 51 % females and 49% males out of 100 
respondents from the selected schools of Marinduque State 
College. 61(61%) are Roman Catholics, since Philippine is a 
Christiane country most of the respondents are Christians, 
17% are Iglesiani Cristo, 6% are Aglipayan, 9% are Born 
again respectively, while 7% of the respondents belongs to 
other religions, such as Seventh Day Adventist, Jehovah's 
Witnesses. 35 % of the respondents are aged 18 to 19, 31% 
are aged 20 to 21, 22% are aged 16 to 17 and 12% are aged 
22 and older. 



■ According to the students of Marinduque State College, same 
sex relationship, display of long and short hair, wearing of 
dresses they want, used of comfort rooms for their opposite 
sex and the use of swardspeak or gay lingo inside the 
campus was the most disagreed settings of LGBT in the 
school. A

open the studentsare about LGBTs. Logically, will be more 
likely seeing on what settingthere is greater acceptance and 
toleranceof LGBTs, and this does indeed prove to be the 
case: one-quarters of the settings where tolerated, while a 
majority of it are, completely or highly tolerated.
